this violent and anoeoal procedure ex-Senator Hargis's 
relative was diecharged from custody aud so was Coldiron. 
But it eeens to be eaflleient aa a warning to witneeses 
generally against the Hargii clan that they need OOtap* 
ply if they don't want to get into trouble.
